himself shouts "and I gave you my youth,’ 


question: What did I do with my youth? 

People don’t give their youth to anyone. Youth is a period of life 
that must be lived, and something must be done with it. It can he 
wasted or half-lived thereby giving the disgruntled the opportunity 


to blame others when he feels he 


led a productive life has led a wholesome, satisfying life. He considers | 


“gave his youth.”’ A man who has 


his youth well spent in terms of personal accomplishments and spiritual 
blessings. He does not feei he gave his youth to anyone. Rather, he 
feels he used the vigor and drive of youth to produce for himself or 
for another in such a way that he shared in the good. 


Two Replies 


The answer to what our hypothetical elder did with his youth could | 


take many forms, but would probably end up nearer two replies. The 
irate individual, if honest with himself, would probably not care to 
inspect his past, and if he did would probably settle out for roughly 


what he did originally. 


The second reply might possibly use the wisdom that only age and 
experience can give. The individual, now less irate, might recall when 
he — not someone else, but he — might have taken greater advantage 
of his youth. He could, if he didn’t surround his past with excuses, 


realize that he had not given his 


youth to anyone. Youth had been 


given to him and how he used it was left to his decision, his initiative, 
his ambition, his determination, his desire, his industriousness. With 
these and other facets of his character he had the opportunity to gain 


through youth. 


But he didn’t give it to anyone. He used it to his own satisfaction or 
he threw it away, later to claim that others took it from him. It was a 


wise old Italian philosopher who framed the ironic note that it takes | 


age to realize the benefits of time and youth, only we attain age after 
we have lost much of time and youth.

By the time Nancy reached her, 
Debbie was screaming and had 
turned blue. Her mouth inside and 
out was burned raw. White erys- 
tals from the can of drain cleaner 
were sprinkled on the floor and 
down the front of her blouse. A 
few clung to her tiny fist that 
dug at her mouth in a bewildered 
attempt to kill the pain. 

In panic, Nancy knew she should 
act quickly — speed was impor- 
tant she had read somewhere. So 
she did the first thing that occur- 
red to her; she jammed her finger 
down Debbie's throat and the little 
girl gagged, bringing up some of 
the poison. 

Nancy’s next thought was to 
call the family doctor; he had an 





FOUR EASY STEPS TO

1. Dilute the poison by making 
the child drink water. 


2. Make him vomit unless he has 
burns around the mouth, or 
has swallowed petroleum prod- 
ucts or is unconscious or in 
convulsions.

ambulance dispatched immedia- 
tely. Within twenty minutes, doc- 
tors in the hospital’s emergency 
room were pumping Debbie's sto- 
mach, But the tissue of her sto- 
mach and esophagus had been sev- 
erely eaten by lye in the cleaner, 
and her chances of living, reported 
Nancy's doctor, were not more 
than 50—50. What he didn’t tell 
Nancy was that the odds might 
have been much better if she had 
handled the emergency correctly. 
Forcing Debbie to vomit had 
wrought extreme damage, The lye, 
drawn up from the stomach, had 
a second chance to contact the eso- 
phagus wall and perhaps even rup- 
ture it. But Nancy never realized 
her tragic mistake, for after Deb- 
bie died the doctor saw no reason 
to add self-recrimination to a par- 
ent’s grief, 

Would you have known what to 
do if Debbie had been your child? 
Or would you, like Nancy, have 
fumbled in ignorance while your 
child’s life drifted away? 

Ask yourself the hard question: 
Just what would I do if my child 
swallowed poison? 

Ten women who were asked that 
question gave these answers: four 
would call the doctor immediately, 
three would force the child to vo- 
mit, two would rush him to a hos- 
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pital and one would "whip up the 
universal antidote.” 

All the women were wrong, ac- 
cording to a committee on acciden- 
tal poisoning for the American 
Academy of Pediatrics. After in- 
tensive study of emergency treat- 
ment for poison, these experts re- 
cently concluded that a mother’s 
first concern should be to dilute 
the poison in a child's stomach 
by making him drink water (or 
any other nonpoisonous liquid). 
The usual recommended dose 
two cups for children up to five 
years old and a quart for those 
over that age. The liquid weakens 
the strength of the poison solution, 
slowing down its deadly action. 








When is Vomiting Best? 

Making a child vomit should be 
step number two sometimes, 
said the committee. And that qua- 
lification “sometimes” is impor- 
tant. 

"Few people realize that vomit- 
ting in some cases can do more 
harm than good,” said pediatrician 
Robert Frazier. "If the poison is a 
cecrrosive, such as lye, ammonia, 
household bleach or acid, vomiting 
only increases tissue damage.”’ Cor- 
rosive poisons eat tissue and leave 
tell-tale burns in the child’s mouth,

Nearly all accidental poisonings couid be prevent- 
ed if the toxic materials were stored and handled 
properly, according to the National Clearing House 
for Poison Control Centers, Here are precautions to 
take: 

1. Lock your medicine cabinet. Drugs, including 
the largest offender, aspirin, account for one-third 
of all fatal poisonings in children under five. It is 
not enough to put medicines on high shelves, for 
children in the climbing stage will go to amazing 
heights in search for forbidden items. 

2. Don’t keep household chemicals under the

W.L. Ewart Given Honor; Club Selects 
His Initia's for Aircraft’s Registration 


When W. L. Ewart was lured out to De Vuijst Field 
May 12 he may have had an inkling that something 
was in the air. Little did he realize, though, as he drove 
up to the Aruba Flying Club complex, that before the 
afternoon was over he would be the focal point of a 
cocktail party and would christen the club’s newly- 
purchased Cessna 182.
